No Secret Meets 


In Berkeley—You 
Just Can't Get In 


In Berkeley the City Council 
holds what is “not really a se- 
cret meeting, but nobody is al- 
lowed to come in,” said Centra 
Labor Council Assistant Secre- 
tary Richard Groulx, reporting 
on the problems of the East 
Bay Municipal Employees in 
that city. 

After some preliminary bouts 
with the Berkeley Personnel 
Board, the union, represented 
by Ed Reith, had been promised 
a hearing by the City Council, 
said Groulx. But on the morn- 
ing in question, the City Coun- 
cil held one of those not secret 
but nobody can come in meet- 
ines for an hour and a half. 
Then when they came out into 
the open, it was plain, he said, 
that the majority of the City 
Council already had a cut and 
dried answer to the union’s re- 
quests, -and that the answer 
was NO.

Call Says Splits 
Must Be Avoided 


Any grave split in labor ranks 
will mean disaster to the union 
movement, California AFL af- 
filiates are warned in the of- 
ficial convention call issued to 
affiliates by the Executive 
Council of the California State 
Federation of Labor: 

The 1956 State Federation 
convention will be held August 
13-17 in Long Beach. 

Noting that the presidential 
election had excited the powers 
of reaction to “new threats and 
plots,” the executive council 
message also pointed out that 
on the state level of govern- 
ment, labor faced continuing 
drives to impose the compul- 
sory open shop on the working 
people of America. 

Arguing that the dual attack 


meant every unionist must ap- 
'preciate both the economic and 
political aspects of the labor 
movement, the call urged “soli- 
darity, discipline, and determi- 
nation.” 

The council message was 
signed by C. J. Haggerty, secre- 
tary-treasurer, Thomas L. Pitts, 
president, and the 24 vice presi- 
dents of the State Federation.
